The King recalls with pleasure oc- 
easion at Bognor when he conferr- 
ed a knighthood upon Sir Henry, 
and His Majesty mourns the death 
‘of one whose intrepid adventures 
on land and water were the ad- 
miration of the whole world.” 


The Prince of Wales also sent a 

message saying, “Please accept my 
' deepest sympathy in your and this 
country’s ‘great loss.” 

It is now revealed that before 
she capsized, Sir Henry Ségrave’s 
Miss England the Second attained 
‘the amazing speed of 119.8 miles 
per hour, This timing, however, 
cannot be counted officially. The 
watch used for the purpose has 
been presented to Segrave’s father.

The body of Halliwell, Segrave’s 
engineer, who was drowned when 
“Miss . England" capsized, was 
recovered from Lake Windermere

Resignation — of Chiang 
Kai-shek Denied. 


~FALSE RUMOURS. 


Shanghai, Saturday. ' 

Any hopes that may have been 
entertained by’ business men and 
others of a pacific settlement of 
China’s civil war have been rudely 
shattered by an official statement 
by the Chinese Foreign Minister, 
Dr. C. T. Wang.

ASHORE IN A “FREAK 


INQUIRY INTO“THE LOSS OF A 
NEWCASTLE STEAMER. 


PRUDENCE OF MASTER. 


+ The Board of Trade inquiry into 
the loz of the Newcastle steamer 
Knebworth, which went ashore near 
Biarritz on the night of January 27, 
with the lugs of ene member of the 
crew, was opened at Newcastle be- 
fore two magistrates, Mr. David T. 
Hobkirk and Mr. E. L. Beckingham, 
and four assessors, Captains Graves 
and Macdonald, Mr. John McLaren, 
and Admiral Grextorex. 

The Knebworth, belonging to 
Messrs. R, S. Dalgliesh, Ltd., waa 
on a voyage from Blyth to Biarritz 
with a cargo of coal. She! encoun- 
tered stormy weather and anchored 
near Biarritz, with a gale blowing, 
on Monday, January 27. Efforts 
were made to weigh anchor and 
proceed to sea, but the"vessel drag- 
ged her anchor and went,ashore at 
Pointe St. Martin and became a 
total wreck. ? , i 

Robert Tait, donkeyman, was 
washed overboard, and at daylight a 
tine was fired over the ship and 
eight men went ashore by means of 
the breeches buoy. The line broke, 
and the remaining officera and crew 
remained for a ‘second night on the 
bridge, and Were rescued next morn. 
ing by a French fishing boat, the 
wale having abated. , 

The Master’s Decisions, 

Mr. Norman Robinson, for the 

Board of Trade, said there was no 


suggestion that the Knebworth was’ 


defective, that she wag overladen or 
improperly trimmed, that there was 
anything wrong with the stowage of 
the’ cargo; and the owners were not 
Parties ‘to’ the inquiry. The only 
point likely to arise was in regard 
to the prudence ‘of the master in 
certain decisions he made. While 
the vessel was lying at anchor,. it 
was suggested “that the starboard 
boiler fires were’ drawn in order to 
mend a joint, and | that when the 
-veasel was.about to be put to sea 
when the gale game :the port boiler 
failed to provide sufficient steam to 
drive the main engines against ‘the 
strony sea, and the vessel was 
driven stern first on to the rocks 
and about an hour later broke in 
half, the after part 
some 200 féet away by the sen. 


This was the master’s first visit | 


to the’ locality, and he seemed to 
place great confidence -in the judg- 
ment pf the French pilot. Whether 
that trust waa excessive having re- 
gard to a warning given ' by the 
Admiralty pilot for the district was 
a question for the Court to consider. 
Rightly or wrongly, he allowed him- 
self to be lured into a false sense 
of sccurity. 

Captain Joseph Schofield, master 
of the Knebworth, in his evidence,

“SHIPS THAT PASS.” 


Great Value o of ‘Direction 
Finder. 


How a ship “equipped with the 
Marconi direction finder was able 
to enter port during thick wea- 
ther, load its bunkers and leave 
nort again while other vessels 
were held up by the fog is related 
in a recent report received from 
ship’s master, The master writes 
that the wireless direction finder 
proved very useful in navigating 
his vessel round Cape Henry in 
dense fog and. thus making port, 
the ship being bound for Norfolk, 
Virginia, for bunkers, and thence 
to the Continent. 


Sailing from Norfolk that night’ 
and passing Cape Henry outward |. 


it was observed that several 
vessels which were in the vicinity 
the same morning were atill off 
Cape Henry in fog unable to‘make 
port.’

In the course of an eloquent 
sermon on’ the Hfe and work of 
St. Anthony of Padua, which he 
Ccliverel yesterday afternocn in 
the little chapel bearing the 
saint's name, tucked away in a 
corner’ of Third, Street, , West 
Point, the -Rev. Father R. W. 
"Gallagher, S.J., announced that 
the whole world will observe the 
FO0th anniversary of the death of 
St. Anthony on Jiine 18, 1931, and 
that this commemoration will con- 
«ude on May 30, 1982, the day on 
which he was cananised in Rome, 
Although St. Anthony has a 
¢veat number of devotees in this 
Colony, comprising mostly the 
* Portuguese Community, no one 
had even suggested building a 
comfortable Jittle chur¢éh in a 
better ‘site than the present, 
where it is so. inconveniently 
situated. F : ; 
Commenting on the life of St. 
Anthony, Father Gallagher said: 
St. Anthony of Padua, the 
Franciscan wonder worker, the 
hammerer of the infidels, was 
horn at Lisbon in 1195, At the 
ave of 15, Ferdinand, as he was 
then called, joined the Canons of 
St. Augustine. In 1220, having 
seem the: bodies of the. first 
Frangisean martyrs who had just 
suffered death in Morocco, he, too, 
was inflamed with a desire «for 
‘ martyrdom and resolved 
come 2 Franciscan himself. This 
he did and changed his name to 
‘that of St: Anthony. He started 
for Morocco in hopes of gaining a 
martyr’s crown, but severe illness 
compelled him to return. He la- 
-boured in many. places,. but his 
best work was done in Padua, 
where he died in 1231, at the age 
of 36, eleven of which he spent 
as a’ Franciscan, ' 
The service concluded after the 
Blessing of the Blessed Sacrament.
